DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the applicant's remarks filed on 2/16/2004. 

Drawings

Claim Objections 

Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 2, "th" should 
be read as "the". Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claims 1-33, and 39-45 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-32 
of copending Application No. 09/920,152. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the scope between 
two applications appears to be similar. Specifically, the claims 1-33, and 39-45 
(09/934m373) are corresponding to the claims 1-13 (09/920,152) except for the 
installing step in the first area are made up of tiles of at least two, four, nine, twelve, 
sixteen, twenty five, thirty six of different patterns colors, designs, shades or 
combination thereof. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to have more than one different patterns, color, 
designs, shades in an installed area, since it has been held that rearranging of 
duplicated parts of an invention involves only routine skill in the art. The motivation for 
doing so would have been to provide more cosmetically appearance for the installed 
floor. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/16/2004 that the installing steps of the installing 
carpet tiles of different patterns, colors, shades, designs, or combinations with a large 
number (e.g. 36 different one) have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
As set forth, to have more than one different patterns, colors, designs, or shades in an 
installed area would have been considered as an obviousness of design choice 
because flooring tiles normally come with different colors, shapes, designs are well 
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known in the flooring tiles art, therefore to have them install with different pattern on the 
residential house floor would have been considered as a home owner's choice.
